Physical  Features  and  General  Character  of  the  Area. 

The  District  may  be  described  as  undulating,  and  its  elevation  above  sea 
level  ranges  from  339  feet  in  Calverton  to  212  in  Stratford.  It  is  fairly  dry  with 
the  exception  of  those  parts  which  are  adjacent  to  the  River  Ouse,  which  forms 
the  boundary  of  the  District  on  the  North  and  West,  as  they  are  liable  to  be  flooded 
after  heavy  rains. 

The  Grand  Junction  Canal  runs  through  a  small  part  of  the  District.

Oakley  Hospital  near  Bedford 
‘Near  Fenny  Stratford  (Newport  Pagnell  R.D.) 
(Both  outside  the  Area). 

The  nearest  General  Hospital  is  at  Northampton, 
14  miles  distant. 

There  is  no  institutional  provision  for  unmarried  mothers,  illegitimate  infants 
and  homeless  children  in  the  area. 


Ambulance  Facilities. 

(a)  For  infectious  cases.  These  are  usually  taken  in  an  ambulance  pro¬ 
vided  by  the  Institution  to  which  the  patient  is  going.  The  demand  is  small  as 
very  few  cases  are  sent  away. 

(b)  Non-infections  and  accident  cases.  The  motor  ambulance  is  kept  at 
Newport  Pagnell  and  serves  for  several  districts  ;  it  is  under  the  supervision  of  the 
County  Director  of  V.A.D.’s.  It  is  hired  at  the  patient’s  expense. 


Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres  (consultation  and  treatment)  are  es¬ 
tablished  at  Stratford,  Wolverton  and  New  Bradwell.  Meetings  take  place  fort¬ 
nightly,  a  medical  man  attending  once  a  month.

School  Clinics  at  Stratford  Council  and  Wolverton  Council  Schools.  A 
district  nurse  attends  daily  and  treats  minor  ailments. 

Dental  Clinic  at  Wolverton  Infant  School.  A  dentist  attends  there  once  a 
week  and  is  assisted  by  the  County  Nurse.  A  local  Doctor  administers  gas  for 
extractions  (under  County  Council). 

Tuberculosis  Dispensaries — None  in  the  District.  There  are  two  outside  the 
District  which  are  visited  by  the  County  Tuberculosis  Officer  : — 

1.  Newport  Pagnell  (6  miles)  ist  and  3rd  Wednesdays. 

2.  Bletchley  (8  miles)  2nd  Thursday. 

These  are  under  the  control  of  the  County  Council. 

Venereal  Diseases.  No  provision  is  made  in  the  District  for  treatment. 
Cases  attend  either  Northampton  or  Aylesbury  Hospital. 

Public  Health  Officers  of  the  Local  Authority. 

Medical  Officer  of  Health  (part  time  officer)- — 

Douglas  W.  A.  Bull,  M.A.,  M.D.  (Cantab.) 

Sanitary  Inspector— Mr.  A.  E.  Abbott  (whole  time  officer).  He  is  a  member 
of  the  Royal  Sanitary  Institute  and  holds  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Certificate  and 
the  Certificate  in  Practical  Sanitary  Science.  He  is  also  qualified  as  a  Meat  In¬ 
spector.  He  was  on  the  Board  of  Examiners  of  the  Institute  of  Sanitary  Engineers 
but  resigned  owing  to  pressure  of  work. 

Mr.  R.  Williams  (whole  time  officer).  Is  Rate  Collector  for  a  part  of  the 
District,  and  also  Assistant  to  the  Surveyor  and  Inspector. 

There  are  no  health  visitors  or  special  nurses  employed  by  the  Authority. 

Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

(a)  General.  In  both  Stratford  and  Wolverton  there  is  a  District  Nurse  and 
Midwife.  The  Stratford  nurses  take  the  cases  in  Old  Wolverton.  Calverton  is 
unprovided  for.  New  Bradwell  has  no  nurse  or  midwife  ;  this  point  has  been 
emphasised  in  each  of  my  reports  since  the  District  became  Urban. 

The  Nursing  Associations  are  kept  up  by  voluntary  subscriptions  in  both 
Stratford  and  Wolverton  and  are  under  the  supervision  of  a  voluntary  committee. 
They  also  receive  a  grant  from  the  County  Council.  By  this  means  the  Nurse  can 
assist  at  the  School  Clinics,  routine  examinations  of  School  Children  (one  group  of 
children  being  examined  each  term)  and  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres. 

(b)  For  infectious  diseases.  No  provision  is  made,  though  in  some  cases 
the  services  of  the  Nurse  are  demanded  by  the  Doctor,  and  leave  is  given  for  her  to 
attend. 

Midwives  (3)  are  supervised  by  the  Inspector  of  Midwives  (Bucks  County 
Council).  n  .  \

In  the  case  of  Diphtheria  and  Venereal  Disease  bacteriological  examinations 
are  made  by  the  Clinical  Research  Association,  of  which  your  Council  is  a  life  member.

Sanitary  Circumstances  oi  the  Area. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  Water  Supply  of  Wolverton  and  New  Bradwell  is  in  the  hands  of  the 
L.M.S.  Railway  Co.  This  supply  was  for  many  years  derived  from  three  sources, 
viz.  (1)  A  brick  lined  deep  well  properly  steined  and  puddled  to  prevent  the  possi¬ 
bility  of  pollution  by  surface  water.  (2)  Tube  well  near  Old  Bradwell  ;  and  (3) 
Water  taken  from  a  small  reservoir  fed  by  three  springs. 

During  the  year  1924  analysis  indicated  that  the  water  from  the  latter  source 
was  suspicious  and  the  use  of  this  water  was  discontinued;  as  a  result  it  was  at  times 
found  that  the  supply  was  not  equal  to  the  demand  and  a  continuous  supply  was 
no  longer  possible.  Some  inconvenience  was  experienced  in  consequence.  The 
Urban  Council  made  strong  representations  to  the  Water  Company,  pointing  out 
that  the  supply  was  inadequate  and  urging  the  Company  to  make  every  effort  to 
provide  a  better  and  more  satisfactory  supply. 

Further  analysis  of  the  water  from  the  three  springs  feeding  the  reservoir 
referred  to  were  made,  revealing  the  fact  that  the  water  derived  from  only  one  of 
the  springs  was  suspicious.  This  was  cut  off  from  the  reservoir  and  the  water  used 
to  augment  the  supply  as  before,  and  no  difficulty  has  since  been  experienced.  The 
water  is  very  hard,  being  derived  from  the  oolitic  limestone  formation  and  lias  no 
solvent  action  011  lead  pipes. 
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Stony  Stratford  is  supplied  from  the  Council’s  Waterworks,  the  water  being 
derived  from  water  bearing  sands  at  the  base  of  the  oolitic  formation.  Some 
trouble  was  experienced  in  the  year  1921  owing  chiefly  to  failure  of  the  foot  valves 
through  corrosion,  but  since  then  a  constant  supply  has  been  maintained  throughout 
the  whole  of  the  years.  The  water  being  hard  has  little  or  no  plumbo  solvent  action. 

Of  the  828  inhabited  houses  in  New  Bradwell  490  are  supplied  with  water 
from  the  Wolverton  town  mains,  and  the  observations  under  that  heading  apply. 
The  remaining  338  houses  are  still  supplied  from  shallow  wells  and  after  prolonged 
drought  are  liable  to  temporary  failure.  I  have  from  time  to  time  pointed  out  the 
unsatisfactory  character  of  such  supplies  and  the  Urban  Council  have  appealed  to 
the  Railway  Company  to  extend  their  mains  in  the  New  Bradwell  area.  I  would 
again  point  out  that  such  supplies  are  always  suspicious  and  the  water  of  doubtful 
quality,  and  would  urge  the  Council  to  press  the  Company  to  extend  their  mains 
so  that  the  whole  of  the  houses  could  be  connected,  and  the  wells  closed. 

The  scattered  cottages  in  the  more  rural  portion  of  the  district  at  Calverton 
are  supplied  from  shallow  wells  fed  by  springs.  The  wells  have  been  covered  and 
otherwise  protected  against  pollution  from  surface  water  by  the  Urban  Council. 
The  water  of  the  spring  which  is  the  source  of  the  Upper  Weald  supply  contains 
certain  sulphur  compounds  which  give  it  a  characteristic  taste  and  a  slight  smell 
when  first  drawn  from  the  well.  Frequent  analysis  has,  however,  proved  the  said 
compounds  to  be  harmless,  and  better  ventilation  of  the  well  has  practically  removed 
the  smell  and  otherwise  improved  the  character  of  the  water. 


RIVERS  AND  STREAMS.

There  has  been  no  evidence  of  pollution  of  the  River  Ouse,  but  there  was  a 
complaint  that  part  of  the  effluent  from  the  land  beds  was  finding  its  way  into  a 
ditch  forming  the  boundary  of  the  New  Bradwell  Sewage  Works.  The  Surveyor  has 
since  had  an  additional  effluent  drain  carried  along  this  side  of  the  works  which 
should  prevent  a  recurrence. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

With  the  exception  of  some  39  houses  at  Old  Wolverton  and  63  scattered 
cottages  at  Calverton,  the  whole  of  the  Urban  District  is  properly  drained  and 
sewered.  The  63  dwellings  include  the  whole  of  the  cottages  in  Upper,  Middle  and 
Lower  Wealds  and  isolated  farm  cottages  in  the  truly  rural  parts  of  the  district. 

There  are  three  Sewage  Disposal  Works  in  the  Urban  District,  of  which  the 
following  is  a  brief  description  : — 

(a)  Wolverton.  Here  the  works  are  at  a  much  lower  level  than  the  town 
and  a  gravitation  scheme  is  therefore  possible.  The  treatment,  which  is  on  biological 
lines  consists  of  a  receiving  or  detritus  tank,  settlement  tanks,  graded  filters  and 

land  beds. 

The  effluent  passes  into  a  small  tributory  of  the  River  Ouse,  and  although 
this  passes  very  close  to  some  of  the  houses  in  New  Bradwell  no  complaint  of  any 
kind  has  been  received  for  many  years. 

The  sewers  in  the  town  have  all  sufficient  fall  to  ensure  a  self  cleansing 
velocity  and  no  flushing  is  necessary,  and  ventilation  is  obtained  by  steel  ventilating 
columns  only,  the  manhole  covers  at  the  street  level  being  now  all  closed. 
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(b)  Stony  Stratford.  Owing  to  the  relative  levels  of  the  town  and  river  the 
whole  of  the  sewage  has  to  be  lifted  before  treatment.  The  system  is  practically 
the  same  as  at  Wolverton,  consisting  of  detritus  and  settlement  tanks  followed  by 
graded  filters  flooded  at  regular  intervals  from  dosing  tanks  by  automatic  syphons 
and  final  treatment  on  land  beds.  Most  of  the  sewers  have  a  self-cleansing 
velocity  and  flushing  is  not  necessary. 

Many  of  the  sewers  are  laid  below  the  usual  subsoil  water  level  but  in  normal 
times  there  does  not  appear  to  be  any  quantity  of  water  finding  its  way  into  the 
sewers,  but  in  flood  time  this  is  not  the  case  and  with  the  old  type  of  oil  engines  of 
only  6  h.p.  it  was  not  always  possible  to  deal  with  the  whole  of  sewage  and  flood 
water  reaching  the  works.  The  Council  have,  however,  now  installed  two  15  h.p. 
crude  oil  engines  which  enables  the  man  in  charge  to  empty  the  storage  culvert 
daily.  The  effluent  passes  directly  into  the  River  Ouse,  and  although  there  is  a 
mill  immediately  below  the  outfall  no  complaints  of  any  kind  have  been  received. 

(c)  New  Bradwell.  Here,  as  at  Stony  Stratford,  the  levels  are  such  that 
the  whole  of  the  sewage  has  to  be  lifted  before  treatment.  The  system  is  by  septic 
and  settling  tanks  followed  by  passage  through  cultivated  land  beds. 

Many  of  the  sewers  have  little  fall  and  constant  flushing  is  necessary. 

As  stated  under  streams  and  rivers,  one  complaint  was  received  with  reference 
to  part  of  the  effluent  from  the  land  beds  passing  into  a  ditch  forming  the  boundary 
of  the  works,  but  this  has  now  been  dealt  with. 

(d)  Calverton,  Old  Wolverton ,  etc.  For  the  few  houses  previously  referred 
to  as  situate  in  the  more  rural  portion  of  the  district  the  privy  with  movable  re¬ 
ceptacle  is  adopted  and  appears  to  be  the  only  method  practicable. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION . 

As  already  stated,  every  house  in  Wolverton,  Stony  Stratford  and  New 
Bradwell  is  now  furnished  with  a  water  closet  of  a  good  form,  the  washdown  type 
of  pan  predominating  ;  wherever  any  defective,  or  obsolete  type  of  pan  has  been 
found  notice  has  been  served  on  the  owner  by  the  Inspector. 

There  are,  however,  still  a  number  of  these  water  closets  without  any  flushing 
tanks  or  waste  water  preventers,  and  this  has  to  be  done  with  a  bucket  by  hand. 

As  stated,  the  scattered  cottages  in  Calverton  and  Old  Wolverton  are  furnished 
with  privies  with  moveable  receptacles. 

In  Wolverton  and  Stony  Stratford  most  of  the  houses  have  bath  rooms  and 
thoroughly  up-to-date  sanitary  fittings. 

SCAVENGING. 

In  the  three  towns  referred  to  in  this  report  as  forming  the  Urban  District 
the  scavenging  is  undertaken  by  the  Council  and  appears  to  be  well  and  regularly 
carried  out,  and  the  only  complaints  which  have  been  received  had  reference  to 
carelessness  on  the  part  of  the  men  in  handling  the  dust  bins. 

As  to  the  ultimate  disposal  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  destruction  by  fire 
is  the  ideal  method,  and  as  far  as  practicable  this  system  is  adopted  in  the  Urban 
District.  At  Wolverton  the  refuse  is  burnt  in  a  thoroughly  up-to-date  Meldrum 
Destructor  of  the  front  or  shovel  fed  type,  the  heat  being  utilised  to  raise  steam  for 
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pumping  sewage.  At  New  Bradwell  the  refuse  is  taken  to  the  sewage  works  where 
it  is  sorted  and  burnt,  and  at  Stony  Stratford  it  is  carted  to  a  tip  some  distance 
from  the  town,  where  it  is  also  sorted  and  burnt. 

As  to  storage  on  the  premises,  the  small  covered  bins  which  the  Railway 
Company  now  provide  for  all  their  houses  are  excellent,  but  in  many  cases  wooden 
boxes  and  other  unsuitable  receptacles  are  still  in  use,  and  I  can  onfy  repeat  what  I 
have  said  in  previous  reports  that  this  method  of  storing  refuse  in  uncovered  re¬ 
ceptacles  is  most  objectionable;  not  only  do  they  become  breeding  places  for  flies, 
which  carry  infection,  but  owing  to  the  refuse  being  exposed  to  the  action  of  the 
sun  and  rain,  decomposition  is  set  up  ;  in  addition  to  this,  the  contents  are  often 
scattered  about  by  dogs  and  cats  in  places  where  children  are  most  likely  to  be 
playing,  with  a  consequent  lowering  of  their  vitality  and  favouring  the  spread  of 
disease  amongsff  them.  For  these  reasons  I  would  again  strongly  recommend  the 
general  adoption  throughout  the  district  of  some  recognised  form  of  sanitary  dust  bin. 

In  the  towns  themselves  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  there  are  now  practically 
no  ashpits  with  fixed  receptacles  in  use,  and  no  privy  middens  of  any  kind. 

SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  AREA. 

A  classified  and  detailed  statement  of  the  number  of  inspections  made  and 
particulars  of  defects  found  and  remedied,  is  given  in  the  Inspector’s  report  attached. 
As  to  nuisances,  only  38  complaints  were  received  during  the  year  ;  some  127 
nuisances  were  abated,  and  in  no  case  was  it  found  necessary  to  resort  to  legal  action. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

In  a  district  such  as  ours  there  is  no  necessity  to  take  action  under  section 
91  subsection  7  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875. 

PREMISES  AND  OCCUPATIONS  WHICH  CAN  BE  CONTROLLED  BY 

BYELAWS  OR  REGULATIONS. 

Details  of  these  will  be  found  in  the  Inspector’s  Report.  There  are  no  Common 
Lodging  Houses,  Offensive  Trades,  or  underground  sleeping  rooms  in  the  district, 
and  no  hop  pickers  visit  or  reside  in  the  area. 

OTHER  SANITARY  CONDITIONS  REQUIRING  NOTICE. 

An  up-to-date  sanitary  convenience,  with  separate  accommodation  for  the 
sexes,  has  been  erected  in  New  Bradwell,  and  it  is  proposed  to  erect  a  similar  one 
at  Stony  Stratford.  Wcflverton  has  had  a  public  convenience  for  many  years  with 
accommodation  for  males  only.  During  the  past  year  alterations  have  been  made 
to  this  convenience,  and  accommodation  is  now  provided  for  both  sexes. 

Schools. 

There  are  several  excellent  and  thoroughly  up-to-date  schools,  and  the  several 
County  schools  are  all  of  modern  tvpe,  excellent  in  design,  with  lofty  rooms,  the 
lighting  and  ventilating  of  which  are  practically  perfect.  The  sanitary  arrange¬ 
ment  of  each  are  also  admirable.

Wolverton  is  undoubtedly  one  of  the  chief  centres  of  learning  in  the  county, 
and  contains  the  following  educational  buildings  : — 

The  Science  and  Art  Institute,  to  which  has  recently  been  added  a  technical 
school.  The  County  Secondary  School,  and  two  large  and  commodious 
elementary  schools. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  Assistant  School  Medical  Officer,  and  as 
such  is  notified  of  the  absence  of  any  scholar  from  infectious  disease.  The  elementary 
schools  are  visited  each  term  by  the  Assistant  School  Medical  Officer  for  the  purposes 
of  routine  examination  of  the  different  groups  of  children,  and  all  enquiries  are  made 
by  him  re  absence  of  any  children  from  school  (all  causes).  He  also  from  time  to 
time  visits  the  Minor  Ailment  Centres  held  at  Wolverton  and  Stratford  Council 
Schools,  which  are  conducted  by  the  District  Nurse,  and  where  cases  of  Ringworm, 
Impitigo,  etc.,  are  treated. 


Housing. 

Generally  speaking  the  housing  conditions  throughout  the  district  are  es¬ 
pecially  good.  As  to  the  sufficiency  of  houses  I  have  frequently  pointed  out  that 
the  employees  of  the  L.M.  &  S.  Railway  Company  form  a  large  proportion  of  the 
whole  population  of  the  district,  so  that  the  latter  may  be  said  to  fluctuate  with 
the  number  of  the  Company's  employees,  and  the  demand  for  houses  will  therefore 
vary  directly  with  the  amount  of  work  which  the  Company  have  in  hand  or  are 
prepared  to  allocate  to  the  Wolverton  Works  at  any  particular  time.  When  trade 
is  good  and  the  works  are  on  full  time  every  available  residence  in  the  district  is 
occupied,  and  there  would  appear  to  be  a  need  for  more  houses  ;  on  the  other  hand 
it  must  be  admitted  that  any  reduction  of  hands  by  the  Company  would  probably 
mean  a  considerable  number  of  empty  houses. 

At  the  present  time  every  available  house  is  occupied,  and  there  are  a  number 
of  young  married  couples  who  are  at  present  living  with  the  parents  of  either  who 
would  be  glad  to  have  a  house  of  their  own.  In  order  to  meet  this  demand  the 
Council  have  in  hand  a  scheme  for  the  erection  of  some  houses  in  the  New  Bradwell 
area,  and  with  the  approval  of  the  Ministry  have  undertaken  to  give  a  Subsidy  for 
the  erection  of  houses  by  private  enterprise.  As  a  result  of  this,  some  14  houses 
have  been  approved  under  this  scheme,  and  a  building  estate  for  the  erection  of  63 
houses  is  now  being  developed  at  Stony  Stratford.  The  Council  are  also  asking 
the  Radcliffe  Trustees  to  lay  out  some  new  streets  at  Wolverton,  when  it  is  believed 
the  land  will  be  readily  taken  up  by  persons  desirous  of  erecting  their  own  houses. 

No  important  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  population  in  the  area  during 
the  period  under  review  ;  indeed  in  the  Urban  District  there  has  been  a  slight  in¬ 
crease. 

That  there  is  practically  no  overcrowding  in  the  district  is  seen  from  the  last 
census  returns.  These  figures  show  that  in  the  whole  urban  area  there  were  14,182 
persons  living  in  18,764  rooms,  or  an  average  of  1.32  rooms  per  person. 

Isolated  cases  do,  however,  occur  ;  our  attention  was  only  called  to  one  case 
during  the  year,  and  this  was  abated  without  any  action  being  necessary  by  the 
Sanitary  Authority. 
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As  to  the  standard  of  housing  in  the  urban  area,  it  may  be  stated  that  the 
great  majority  of  houses  in  the  district  are  far  above  the  average  working  class 
dwellings. 

In  Wolverton  the  great  majority  of  houses  are  of  the  better  class  of  parlour 
type  houses  with  bathrooms  and  up-to-date  sanitary  fittings,  and  although  in  most 
of  the  streets  the  houses  are  built  in  comparatively  long  terraces,  secondary  means 
of  access  is  provided  in  all  cases  by  back  roads. 

Many  of  the  occupiers  are  also  owners  of  the  houses  they  live  in,  and  few 
towns  of  the  size  can  boast  so  large  a  proportion  of  freeholders. 

Many  of  the  above  remarks  apply  to  houses  in  New  Bradwell,  and  the 
majority  of  terraced  houses  have  back  roads  for  secondary  access. 

Ston}^  Stratford  is  a  much  older  town,  and  there  are  three  or  four  blocks  of 
houses  which  leave  much  to  be  desired.  These  are  situated  in  so-called  yards,  but 
the  majority  of  the  houses  in  the  main  streets  are  good  and  comfortable  homes. 
All  are  properly  drained  and  have  satisfactory  arrangements. 

The  watchful  eye  is  kept  upon  the  blocks  of  houses  referred  to,  and  they  are 
frequently  visited  with  a  view  to  ensuring  their  being  kept  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 

As  to  the  character  of  the  defects  found  during  inspections  these  may  be 
briefly  summarised  as  :  (i)  Defective  roofs  causing  dampness.  (2)  Defective  plaster 
of  walls  and  ceilings.  (3)  Dirty  walls  and  ceilings.  (4)  Defective  yard  paving. 
(5)  Broken  grates  or  ranges,  etc. 

Most  of  these  unsatisfactory  conditions  are  due  to  the  default  or  neglect  on 
the  part  of  the  owner,  and  sometimes  we  find  that  the  tenants  are  afraid  to  make 
complaint,  but  in  a  comparatively  small  minority  of  cases  the  tenants  themselves 
are  at  fault,  and  indeed  some  are  destructive  and  make  most  undesirable  tenants. 

With  a  view  to  the  detection  of  unfit  houses  a  definite  number  of  the  less 
desirable  properties  are  visited  and  thoroughly  inspected  every  year  under  the 
Housing  Acts.  The  inspections  are  fully  and  properly  recorded  by  the  Inspector, 
and  preliminary  notices  in  the  prescribed  form  are  served.  The  houses  are  subse¬ 
quently  visited,  and  if  necessary  the  legal  notices  are  served  ;  but  in  this  district 
the  work  is  usually  carried  out  on  the  Inspector’s  informal  notice.  In  the  period 
under  review  only  two  closing  orders  were  made,  and  the  houses  were  afterwards 
demolished  by  the  owner. 

Under  the  Public  Health  Acts  a  less  complete  inspection  is  made  of  the 
smaller  properties,  and  if  any  nuisance,  is  found  to  exist  notice  is  served,  and  it  is 
very  rarely  found  necessary  to  take  legal  action. 

Details  of  the  action  taken  will  be  found  at  the  end  of  the  Inspector’s  Report. 

The  conditions  referred  to  under  Housing,  Fitness  of  Houses  (4)  in  the  Circular 
648  (England)  are  dealt  with  under  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

There  are  no  unhealthy  areas  within  the  meaning  of  the  Acts  in  the  Urban 
District. 

The  byelaws  have  all  been  adhered  to,  and  any  infringement  is  reported  to 
the  Council.

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MILK  SUPPLY. 

The  statutory  obligations  imposed  upon  Local  Authorities  by  the  Milk  and 
Dairies  (Consolidation)  Act,  1915,  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (Amendment)  Act,  1922, 
and  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  Orders  have  been  carried  out  by  the  Urban 
Council. 

All  Purveyors  and  wholesale  milk  producers  are  registered,  and  certificates 
issued  under  the  above  Acts  and  Orders,  but  no  licences  to  sell  “  Certified, ”  “  Grade 
A,”  “  Grade  A  (Tuberculin  Tested)  ”  or  “  Pasteurised  ”  milk  have  been  applied  for 
or  issued  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1923. 

Much  of  the  milk  supplied  in  the  Urban  Area  is  produced  within  the  district, 
and  judging  from  the  cattle  seen  when  inspecting  the  cowsheds  I  have  no  reason  to 
suspect  that  milk  from  tuberculous  cattle  has  been  sold. 

No  milk  depots,  have  been  established  in.  the  Urban  Area.  No  samples  of 
milk  have  been  taken  by  the  officers  of  the  local  authority,  this  duty  being  performed 
by  the  County  Council  who  are  also  the  authority  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs 
Acts. 

The  whole  of  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  in  the  district  are  visited 
periodically  by  the  Inspector  and  myself. 

MEAT. 

Since  the  issue  of  my  last  report  byelaws  for  the  regulation  of  slaughterhouses 
have  been  adopted  by  the  Council  and  approved  by  the  Ministry,  and  all  the  occupiers 
of  all  such  places  have  been  licensed. 

A  register  is  kept  and  the  slaughterhouses  are  frequently  and  regularly  visited 
by  the  Inspector. 

Part  III.  of  the  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations,  1924,  has  not  been  adopted, 
but  the  Inspector  makes  a  point  of  being  occasionally  present  during  slaughtering 
and  making  inspection  of  the  carcases  immediately  after. 

Under  the  regulations  mentioned  the  Inspector  visits  the  meat  stalls  in  the 
market,  and  as  far  as  practicable  has  endeavoured  to  see  that  the  provisions  of  the 
regulations  as  to  shops,  stores,  etc.,  and  the  transport  and  handling  of  meat  are 
carried  out,  and  much  improvement  with  respect  to  the  latter  is  noticeable,  but 
some  of  the  butchers  insist  on  placing  their  meat  on  stalls  in  front  of  their  premises 
where  dust  may  be  blown  on  it. 

There  are  no  public  slaughterhouses  or  abattoirs  in  the  district.

OTHER  FOODS. 

As  already  stated  the  Urban  Council  are  not  an  authority  under  the  Sale  of 
Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  the  duty  of  taking  samples  under  these  Acts  being  performed 
by  the  County  Council,  but  the  whole  of  the  premises  where  food  is  prepared  are 
under  constant  supervision.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  GENERALLY. 

During  the  period  under  review  the  following  table  gives  the  number  of  cases 
of  infectious  disease  notified  in  each  year. 

No  cases  of  Small  Pox  or  Puerperal  Fever  were  notified.  Chicken  Pox 
became  a  notifiable  disease  in  1923.  From  1921  to  1924  there  was  a  very  decided 
fall  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Diphtheria,  but  this  year  at  the  end  of  July  and  the 
beginning  of  August  all  the  cases  were  notified.  At  that  time  each  year  a  travelling 
Fair  visits  the  district,  and  it  is  possible  that  they  may  bring  some  infection  with 
them  ;  e.g.,  in  1921  there  was  an  outbreak  of  Scarlet  Fever  in  August,  no  case  having 
been  notified  for  several  months  prior  to  this.

The  foregoing  table  shows  that  during  the  time  that  Pneumonia  has  been  a 
notifiable  disease  the  number  of  cases  each  year  is  approximately  the  same.

Swabs  taken  from  the  throats  of  patients  suffering  from  Diphtheria  are 
examined  by  the  Clinical  Research  Association,  and  advantage  is  taken  of  this  by 
the  medical  men  in  the  district.

are  made  both  by  the  Medical  Officer  and 
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Practically  all  cases  are  treated  at  home,  and  instructions  to  the  parents  re 
isolation  are  sent  in  leaflet  form,  and  in  most  cases  are  strictly  adhered  to.  At  the 
same  time  a  supply  of  disinfectants  (carbolic  acid  and  chloride  of  lime)  is  provided 
with  directions  how  to  use  them.  At  the  end  of  the  illness  the  room  occupied  by  the 
patient  is  thoroughly  disinfected  under  the  supervision  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Where  it  is  not  found  possible  to  either  satisfactorily  isolate  or  nurse  the 
patient  in  their  own  home  the  Medical  Officer  is  consulted,  and  on  his  advice  and 
the  sanction  of  your  Chairman  and  two  members  of  the  ward  in  which  the  infectious 
case  is  situated,  the  patient  is  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  at  Oakley,  near 
Bedford.  This  is  seldom  resorted  to. 

No  use  has  been  made  of  the  Schick  and  Dtck  tests  in  Diphtheria  and  Scarlet 
Fever  respectively,  nor  of  the  recently  developed  artificial  methods  of  immunisation 
against  these  diseases. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  not  performed  any  primary  vaccinations  or 
re-vaccinations  under  the  Public  Health  (Small  Pox  Prevention)  Regulations,  1917. 

All  cases  of  children  attending  the  elementary  schools,  suffering  from  a  noti¬ 
fiable  disease,  or  excluded  on  account  of  the  disease  being  in  the  house,  are  reported 
at  once  to  the  Medical  Officer. 

Non-notifiable  acute  infectious  diseases,  e.g.,  measles,  are  treated  at  home 
and  nursed  by  the  parents,  the  District  Nurses  not  being  available  on  account  of  the 
risk  of  infection. 

The  mortality  from  Influenza  has  been  small  during  the  past  five  years.
